No good can possibly come of 
these lists of numbers. It is suffi- 
cient for anybody to know who 
won. It is not the least helpful to 
anybody to know who did not win, 
and by how much they lost. It is 
conceivable, on the other hand, to 
imagine that such publication can 
damage ihe reputation of those who 
did not receive as many votes as 
some of their fellows. 

Thus as harm might easily ensue 
from such publication, and as no 
good can possibly result, it would 
seem that the sensible thing would 
be not to publish these results. 

I was further surprised to see the 
editorial note in the Daily concern- 
ing this letter. The note stated that 
the Daily regretted that it had not 
published these results. It seems to 
me that the traditional policy of 
the Daily has been not to publish 
these results. I have searched 
through the back Dailys for the past 
fifteen years, and nowhere have I 
seen such a published list. I think 
that the Daily should be thoroughly 
reproved for encouraging such an 
ungentlemanly gesture on the part 
of certain members of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society.
